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In  October,  monthly  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  fell  below  the  same  month 
in  1647  for  the  first  time  since  March.  Last  October,  however,  set  an  all-time  monthly 
high. 

It  is  expected  that  cash  receipts  in  November  will  also  be  a  little  lower  than 
last  November.

Cash  reoeipts  In  HoTemher  are  aleo  likely 
to  he  a  little  less  than  a  year  ago.    Bat  the  ctuoalatiTe  total  for  the  year  to  date  will 
prohahly  remain  ellghtly  larger  than  In  the  same  period  last  year.

larmeTB^  cash  reoeipts  from  marketings  throv^  BoTenher  of  this  year  will  probably 
total  about  28  hllllon  dollars,  or  3  P«rc«nt  more  than  in  the  first  11  months  of  last  year„ 
Total  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  will  he  up  about  8  percent,  while  erop  reoeipts 
will  be  about  3  percent  lower.    Prices  reeeived  by  farmers  are  averaglag  about  5  percent 
higher  than  last  year,  with  livestock  prices  up  11  percent  and.  crop  prices  about  2  percent 
lower. 

Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals,  dairy  products,  and  poultry  and  eggs  for  the 
first  11  months  of  19^8  will  all  be  larger  than  last  year.    Marketings  of  cattle  and  ealves 
have  been  lower  than  last  yeeur  because  of  smaller  numbers  on  hand,  but  prloes  have  been 
running  about  one-fourth  higher.    Marketings  of  sheep  and  lambs  have  also  been  lower  than  a 
year  ago,  with  prices  about  10  to  13  percent  higher.    Hog  marketings,  however,  have  been 
greater  than  last  year,  and  prices  Eire  averaging  about  the  same  as  19^7*    Beceipts  from  dairy 
products  are  up  about  12  percent .    Cow  numbers  are  down  from  last  year  and  milk  production 
has  been  a  little  lower.    In  recent  months,  however,  milk  production  has  been  almost  as  great 
as  last  year,  for  lower  grain  prices  have  resulted  in  higher  rates  of  concentrate  feeding, 
and  yields  per  cow  have  been  up.    Milk  prices  have  averaged  about  I5  percent  above  last  year. 
Beceipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  are  about  k  percent  greater  than  last  year.    Although  the 
number  of  layers  has  been  down  from  a  year  ago,  production  of  eggs  per  bird  has  been  up 
since  March,  and  total  egg  production  for  the  first  11  months  la  down  only  a  little.  Xgg 
prices  are  averaging  about  5  percent  above  last  year.    A  deoline  in  sales  of  ohickens  is 
about  offset  by  a  gain  of  9  percent  in  average  prices. 

Cash  receipts  from  most  crop  groups  in  the  first  11  months  will  be  smaller  than 
last  year.    Receipts  from  feed  crops  are  especially  low.    Receipts  from  corn  have  been  down, 
partly  because  of  smaller  marketings  during  the  first  8  months  of  the  year,  but  also  because 
of  lower  prices  in  the  last  few  months.    Marketings  of  oats  and  barley  have  aleo  been  lower 
than  a  year  ago,  but  prices  on  the  whole  have  shown  little  change.    Receipts  from  food  grains 
have  been  down  because  both  marketings  and  average  prices  of  wheat  have  been  a  little  lower 
than  last  year.    Fruit  prices  have  been  especially  low  this  year,  compsu^d  with  19^7t 
receipts  from  fruits  are  about  8  percent  smaller.    Receipts  from  tobacco  are  down  because  of 
smaller  marketings.    On  the  other  band,  cotton  marketings  have  been  greater  this  year,  and 
average  prices  are  about  the  same,  so  total  cash  receipts  from  cotton  are  a  little  higher. 

Cash  receipts  in  October 

Farmers  took  in  a  little  more  money  from  marketings  in  each  of  the  7  months  from 
April  to  September  than  they  did  in  corresponding  months  of  last  year.    In  October,  however, 
cash  receipts  probably  did  not  reach  quite  so  high  a  peak  as  a  year  ago.    The  main  reason  was 
a  drop  of  I3  percent  In  crop  prices  as  compared  with  October  13^1,  which  was  not  entirely 
offset  by  higher  livestock  prices.    Farmers  received  about  3 '7  billion  dollars  in  October,  or 
3  percent  less  than  their  record  receipts  in  the  same  month  last  y«er.    They  received  around 
1.6  billion  dollars  from  livestock  and  products,  2  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  while 
receipts  from  crops  were  about  2.1  billion  dollars,  6  percent  below  last  year. 

An  increase  In  dairy  receipts  was  largely  offset  by  a  decrease  in  poultry  and  eggs, 
whereas  receipts  from  meat  animals  were  about  the  same  as  in  October  a  year  ago.    In  each 
instance  marketings  were  lower  and  prices  were  higher  than  last  year.    Crop  prices  averaged 
about  13  percent  below  last  October  and  total  crop  receipts  were  down  6  percent.    The  reduction 
in  prices  was  especially  large  for  grains,  cottonseed,  soybeans,  dry  edible  beans,  truck  crops, 
and  grapefruit.    Declines  in  receipts  from  these  crops  were  decided:    they  account  for  most  of 
the  decrease  In  total  crop  receipts. 

Cash  receipts  in  November 

Cash  receipts  In  November  may  continue  slightly  below  November  of  last  year.  They 
will  probably  total  around  3>2  billion  dollars,  about  equally  divided  as  between  livestock  and 
crops.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  will  probably  be  slightly  above  those  of  last 
year,  whereas  crop  receipts  may  be  k  percent  lower.
